taxation for navies or fortifications, 
vast reductions would automatically 
be made in the expense of operating 
the government.

lounced that as the United States 
had been presented with a new form 
of transportation by its inventor, it 
had set aside for him and his heirs 
sufficient 
royalties 
to 
render 
them 
financially independent, and that fur 
thermore In the interest of perpetual 
peace the secret 
of the 
raiioplane 
would be maintained inviolable. 
The railways of the country would 
be permitted to reorganize and con­ 
tinue as freight carriers until such 
time as their rates were deemed exor­ 
bitant or their charters expired, the 
government abrogating 
to itself 
all 
passenger traffic within the confines 
of its own continent, and declaring 
itself a competitor for all ocean trans­ 
portation under tariffs to he formu­ 
lated. It ended by asserting that gov 
ernment ownership of aerial transpor­ 
tation was not adopted at the behest 
of any political party, but solely that 
the people might derive the benefit 
and the nation maintain its invulner­ 
able power. Thus it w*as that the rail­ 
ways were still permitted to exist and 
no hardship worked save in the read­ 
justments 
of 
capitalization, 
which 
losses fell mainly upon those who had 
accumulated 
vast 
fortunes by 
the 
very Inflation which was now punc­ 
tured. 
As if to knit the world together in 
international harmony, 
the 
culmina­ 
tion came in a message addressed to 
all nations which was penned by the 
hand of the president himself. 
It was 
his proposal for the 
maintenance of 
peace, and read as follows: 
“That war and its barbarisms may 
for all time be done away with, the 
United 
States 
of America 
submits 
that: 
“By the grace of God it has been 
placed in possession of such power 
that it could not only conquer the 
world, but destroy the Inhabitants of 
other nations. 
This has been fully 
demonstrated. It has no desire to util­ 
ize its strength unjustly, but purposes 
to exert it for the benefit of all men. 
“It considers territorial greed to be 
the real impelling motive in nearly 
all international wars. 
Therefore it 
requests all nations become signatory 
to an agreement in perpetuity that un­ 
der no circumstances shall there be 
any invasion of the territory of one 
country by another, 
and 
that 
all 
boundary lines shall remain as now 
established, except they be changed 
by the mutual and amicable agree­ 
ment of the adjoining powers to which 
they belong.

for all time be done away with, the 
United States of America submits 
that: 


"By the grace of God It has been 


placed in possession of such power 
that it could not only conquer the 
world, but destroy the inhabitants of 
other nations. 
This has been fully 


demonstrated. It has no desire to util- 
ize Its strength unjustly, but purposes 
to exert It for the benefit of all men. 


"It considers territorial greed to be 


the real impelling motive In nearly 
all International wars.

requests all nations become signatory 
to an agreement in perpetuity that un- 
der no circumstances shall there be 
any invasion of the territory of one 
country by another,

boundary lines shall remain aa now 
established, except they be changed 
ly the mutual and amicable agree- 
ment of the adjoining powers to which 
they belong.

family house in Cleveland, O., with 
the other sister 
Both women are

It had long been the understanding 


in the McKinley and Duncan families 
that A J Duncan was to iceeive Wil- 
liam McKmlej's watch, as a 
cousin 


Inherited the grandfathers timepiece. 
but none ot the members of the two 
families had any idea under what 
tragic circumstances the watch would 
fall into Mr. Duncan's hands. 


After the Buffalo tragedy and the 


subsequent death of President McKin- 
ley the watch was left in the posses- 
sion of Mrs McKinley u n t i l her death, 
more than a year ago. 
Then it was 


turned over to 
Mr Duncan, as had 


been 
originally 
unrlerstood 
The 


watcb. 
until a few 
weeks aso, re- 


mained with Mr. Duncan's mother in

occasion, 
when 
he 
darted 


around to the rear of a house where 
a customer was waiting. 


The wife drew the wagon up to the 


curbing, stopped and waited patiently 
until her husband appeared with a 
bundle of rags he had purchased. 


At times Mulcaski was seen to con- 


sult with his wife concerning pur- 
chases he had ma3e and routes to be 
taken. In addition, she was watchful 
for chance customers, pointing them 
out when her husband failed to notice 
them. 


This was an advantage he did not 


enjoy when his horse was alive. Be- 
sides, he had to buy oats and hay, tie 
the animal up when he was to be' ab- 
sent for some time and even blan- 
ket it.

The Monongahela rose rapidly during 
the afternoon, forming a cross current 
and backing up the water of the Al- 
legheny until it began to flood center 
field.

a short fly ball to center field fell in 
two feet of water while the Pittsburg 
center fielder was diving and wading 
out toward it, and cost the game. 


Cincinnati has twice had floods in- 


vade the grounds during the progress 
of games, but neither time has the wa 
ter played any important part in the 
game, although one game was stopped 
in the seventh inning. 


On that occasion the Ohio river had 


backed up around the grounds, but^a 
dike had been built inside the fences 
to hold it back. The water had been 
rising steadily all afternoon and the 
workmen were striving desperately to 
build up earthworks 
and save 
the 


grounds. 


Just at the end of the seventh inning 


a Chicaeo player, George Decker, hit a. 
fly to left, and Burke, who was playing 
left, was waiting to catch 
the 
ball 


when the dike broke. 
Burke waited, 


caught the ball, and by that time tbe 
water, rushing in a tidal wave across 
the field, was above his ankles. Ho 
sprinted hard, got ahead of the water 
and fled over dry ground. Two minutes 
later the greater part of the field was 
under water and the game was called. 
Arthur Hofman, now the regular cen- 
ter fielder of the world's champions, 
once jumped a contract on account of 
a similar occurrence. Hofman 
then 


was playing with East St. Louis in the 
Trolley league, and he had a contract 
with the team whereby he was to re- 
ceive eight dollars per game 
every 


time a game was scheduled, provided 
the game was not prevented by the 
weather. 


One day East St. Louis was sched 


uled to play Belleville and tbe weathe 
was perfect, the sun shining and the 
air warm. But the Mississippi rive 
rose suddenly and flooded the grounds 
Hofman demanded his eight dollars on 
the grounds that the weather did not 
prevent the game. 
The management 


refused to pay and Hofman jumped his 
contract and went to Alton.

Although. Mrs. Mulcaski had been 


doing substitute duty ±or the horse 
for several weeks, general knowledge 
of the fact did not come to the resi- 
dents of Evanston until the other day, 
when she appeared in one of the prin- 
ciple streets drawing the wagon, which 
was loaded half a ton of iron. Here- 
tofore her efforts had been confined to 
the outskirts, where she astonished 
suburban residents 
and automobile 


parties. 


During the 
journey through the 


downtown district of Evanston, her 
husband either walked near her or 
visited visited houses along the street 
in search ot chance customers. 
He 


carried a whip which he formerly had 
employed iu urging his horse along, 
but he was not seen to strike his wife 
with it. 


Mulcaski's home is outside of the 


Evanston city limits. 
He occupies a

tumbledown 
cottage, 
scantily 
fur- 


nished. 


When the horse became ill and died 


Mulcaski was in. a dilemma. Without 
his wagon to haul the junk he could 
purchase, he was unable to make a 
living, and he had no money with 
which to replace the dead horse. Then 
the thought of harnessing his wife to 
the wagon occurred to him. 


Efforts to use the same harness with 


which the horse had drawn so many 
loads over roads which were almost 
impassable proved unsuccessful until 
ft was cut down. 
Straps were fitted 


about the shoulders of Mrs. MulcasKi, 
who weighs nearly 200 pounds, and the 
experiment 
was 
undertaken. 
She 


found that she could draw the -wagon, 
even it it contained a moderate load. 


Mulcaski kept to the outskirts of the 


town at flrst with his novel "steed," 
but lately he has been venturing more 
closely to the center of the city. 
The 


lesulc was the general protest against 
the woman being allowed to draw the 
wagon. 


That Mulcaski is doing a prosperous 


business is evidenced by the size of the 
load of junk which was in hia wagon. 
Bottles, iron and rags were heaped 
into the vehicle far above the top. 


"Whoa!" the junk dealer called out 


on one 
occasion, 
when he darted 


around to the rear of a house where 
a customer was waiting. 


The wife drew the wagon up to the 


curbing, stopped and waited patiently 
until her husband appeared with a 
bundle of rags he had purchased. 


At times Mulcaski was seen to con- 


sult with his wife concerning pur- 
chases he had macle and routes to be 
taken. In addition, she was watchful 
for chance customers, pointing them 
out when her husband failed to notice 
them. 


This was an advantage he did not 


enjoy when his horse was alive. Be- 
sides, he had to buy oats and hay, tie 
the animal up when he was to be ab- 
sent for some time and even, blan- 
ket it 


Some of those who have watched 


Mulcaski's movements assert tnat he 
does not always walk when his wife 
is drawing the wagon.

The postponement record of the ma- 


jor leagues has Ijeen broken this spring 
on account of unprecedented rain and 
wet grounds. 
Perhaps! never before 


have so many games been prevented 
as during this season, but there have 
been some that have been queerer. 


A few years ago Pittsburg lost one 


of the oddest games on record on ac- 
count of water. The game was played 
on a beautiful afternoon, but it nap- 
pens that the Pittsburg grounds are 
situated just at the point where the 
Monongahela and 
Allegheny rivers 


flow together and form tlie Ohio. On 
this afternoon Pittsburg was playing 
Brooklyn and the rivers were all high. 
The Monongahela rose vapidly during 
the afternoon, forming a cross current 
and backing up the water of the Al- 
legheny until it began to flood center 
field. 


Inning by 
inning 
the 
outfielders 


were driven in closer and closer to the 
diamond as the flood invaded the ball 
park, until finally, in the ninth inning. 
a short fly ball to center field fell in 
two feet of water while the Pittsburg 
center fielder was diving and wading 
out toward it, and cost the game. 


Cincinnati has twice had floods in 


vade the grounds during the progress 
of games, but neither time has the wa 
ter played any important part in the 
game, although one game was stopped 
in the seventh inning. 


On that occasion the Ohio river had 


backed up around the grounds, but,a 
dike had been built inside the fences 
to hold it back. The water had been 
rising steadily all afternoon and the 
workmen were striving desperately to 
build up earthworks and save 
the 


grounds. 


Just at the end of the seventh inning 


a Chicaeo player, George Decker, hit a 
fly to left, and Burke, who was playlns 
left, was waiting to catch 
the 
ball 


when the dike broke. 
Burke waited, 


caught the ball, and by that time the 
water, rushing in a tidal wave across 
the field, was above his ankles. 
He 


sprinted hard, got ahead of the water 
and fled over dry ground. Two minutes 
later the greater part of the field was 
under water and the game was called. 
Arthur Hofman, now the regular cen- 
ter fielder of the world's champions, 
once jumped a contract on account of 
a similar occurrence. Hofman 
then 


was playing with East St. Louis in the 
Trolley league, and he had a contract 
with the team whereby he was to re- 
ceive eight dollars per game 
every 


time a game was scheduled, provided 
the game was not prevented by tho 
weather. 


One day East St. Louis was sched- 


uled to play Belleville and the weather 
was perfect, the sun shining and the 
air warm. But the Mississippi river 
rose suddenly and flooded the grounds. 
Hofman demanded his eight dollars on 
the grounds that the weather did not 
prevent the game. 
The management 


refused to pay and Hofman jumped his 
contract and went to Alton.
